Since th a t tim e th e re have been 
w ithdraw n by my o rd er from entry 
for classification 78,977,745 acres, mak« 
ing a to* ii w ithdraw al of 96.844,745 
acres 
M eantim e of the acres thus 
w ithdraw n 10,061,889 have been classi 
fled and found not to contain coal and 
hav e been restored to agricultural en­ 
try and 4,726,091 acres have been clas­ 
sified as coal lands, xvhile 79,903,239j moves 
acres rem ain w ithdraw n from entry I aviate 
and aw ait classification. 
In addition 
337,000 acres have been classified as 
coal lands without prior w ithdrawal, 
th u s increasin g the classified coal land? 
to 10,429,372 acres. 
T he question as to how great an 
arca ought to be included in a lease to 
one individual or corporation is not 
free from difficulty, but in view of the 
fact that the governm ent retains con­ 
trol as ow ner I think th ere might be 
som e liberality in th e am ount leased 
and th a t 2,SOO acres would not be too 
great a m aximum . 
T he leases should 
only be granted after advertisem ent 
and public com petition. 
I'he secretary of tho Interior thinks 
th ere are difficulties in th e way of 
leasing public coal lands. 
I en t re!)’ 
approved his stating at length in his 
report tim objections in arder that the 
whole subject may be presented to 
congress, but after a full consideration 
I favor a leasing system and recom ­ 
mend it. 
The needed oil and gas law is essen ­ 
tially a leasing law. 
In their natural 
occurrence

m easu red in term s of acres, like coal 
and it follows th a t exclusive title to 
th ese products can norm ally he se­ 
cured only after they reach the su r­ 
face.

B ut C urtiss disappointed 
hundreds of thousands of spectators 
w hen lie failed to fly more th an a few 
feet a t a tim e as the sta r a ttractio n in 
connection xvith the St. Louis centen­ 
nial celebration in October, liX)9.

so to speak. 
Yet last Ju n e this sam e 
1 C urtiss thrilled the xvorld by flying 
I from A lbany to N'exv York with only 
| one landing en route.

In the Curtiss biplane plan t a t Ilam - 
i nmndsport, N\ Y.; in the W right bi­ 
plane factor)- at Dayton. O., in the 
Bloriot mon plane w orks abroad and in 
other experim ent shops th e tireless 
w orkers have w rought w onders in the 
im provem ent of th e aeroplane during 
th e past tw elvem onth.

Much Depends on Man. 
Says Jam es II. Colwell, p aten t office 
expert, who exam ines personally n e a r­ 
ly all th e models subm itted: 
“Ten per cent of the success of e v ­ 
ery flight is due to the machine, lo per 
cent to tin* m otor and 7.5 per cent to 
the m an. 
The m an of indecision, poor 
jud gm ent, w eak nerves or slow ju d g ­ 
ment is as mil 'll out of place in a n 
airship sis a d 'feet ive motor.” 
Among tin* special points to which 
inventors are paying attention is the 
m atte r of motors. 
Electricity as a mo 
tir e pow er is being considered care­ 
fully. 
Fresent day electric motors are 
too heavy. 
It may be th at some E di­ 
son xviii devise a m eans of draw ing 
electricity out o f the sky, so th a t the 
aviator can use it as fie flies. Stabiliza­ 
tion-—the keeping of the m achine in 
th e proper position to continue flight 
and not turn t u r t l e -a lso occupies m uch 
of the tim e of th e investigators. 
It is a safe assum ption that the aero­ 
plane in som ething like its present a s ­ 
pect as to general principle* will have 
become by the d ate of the n ext inter­ 
national aviation meet, to lie beld iu 
England, a flier th a t will do things 
even m ore startlin g th a n were done at 
Belm ont park in October. 


May Not Bs Abie to Testily in 


Beiiz Case. 


A shland, Wis., Dec. 2.— F orm er Sher­ 
iff 
C harles 
E. 
P eterson 
of 
Saw yer 
county, an im portant w itness in tho 
D eitz cases, which will be called at 
H ayw ard next Monday, lies critically 
ill a t St. Jo se p h ’s hospital at Ashland. 
He is on th e floor above Miss Deitz. 
She called on him at once and ex­ 
pressed her sym pathy. 
A ttorn ey L am ereux, who is assist­ 
ing th e prosecution, called on P ete r­ 
son but could not get him to talk, and 
it is not likely th a t P eterson will tes­ 
tify at the trials. 
He m ay die a t any 
tim e of h e a rt trouble. 
P eterson made several attem p ts to 
c ap tu re D eitz in 1904. 
H e served in­ 
junction pap ers on Deitz and posted a 
deputy at C am eron dam to prevent 
Deitz from interferin g with the W eyer­ 
h aeu ser lum berm m en. 
Ju d g e P a rish issued a bench w ar­ 
ran t and P eterso n tried to serve it, 
but Deitz planted a red flag on his 
dead line and drove P eterso n back. 
P eterson w as then rem oved from the 
office of sheriff, fined $1,000 and sen­ 
tenced to th ree m o n th s’ im prisonm ent 
in his oxvn jail for inefficiency in not 
cap turin g Deitz. 
P ete rso n ’s wife is very sick at H ay­ 
ward, and 
three d ays ago he 
was 
stricken w ith heart failure. Miss Deitz 
carried 
laigc bunch of roses to the 
form er .sheriffs room, but m ade no al­ 
lusion to his a tte m p ts to captu re ber 
father.
